FEEDING THE SPORTING DOG

Sporting dog owners have the 


same 
feeding 
problems 
as 
pet 


owner? — magnified. They usu- 
ally own more than one dog, and 
those dogs may be called upon to 
run the hills for many hours a 
day. 


To keep a sporting dos In top 


condition, three factors must be 
considered in selecting his food— 
quality,

On 
the basis of cost, they arc proba- 
bly less than especially purchased 
foods, but a little more than meal,
